EYE

A spotted dog with one of the spots slid- 
ing off the dog’s back. A headless statue 
being viewed by a headless man. A Mobil 
gas station’s Pegasus taking off in flight. 

Welcome to the world according to Kar] 
Baden of Salem Street, a photographer 
who teaches at Phillips Academy. 

‘‘T think in a larger sense I try to strike 
a balance between the funny and scarry, 
the horrible and the horrendous,’’ Baden 
said in Andover Gallery on Park Street, 
which has shown his work since 1984. ‘‘I 
don’t really have a philosophy except to 
work. But probably the work I feel best 
about is the work I have manipulated in 
some way. I am a collagist; I combine 
disparate elements in interesting ways.”’ 

Interesting, indeed. Baden scratches 
his negatives with a scalpel blade to get 
the images he wants—and to get them re- 
producible. 

“For a while I was doing hand coloring 
and toning, but it takes hours a print, and 
when it was done I could never reproduce 
it,’’ he said. 

Some of his photos have drawn fig- 
ures—not much more substantive than 
stick people—-side by side with the real 
people. Baden says he has been in- 
fluenced by cartoonists like Charles Ad- 
dams, whose macabre humor appeared 
in cartoons he drew regularly for The 
New Yorker. 

Another group of Baden’s work focuses 
on shadows. There are disproportionately 
large shadows and shadows that don’t be- 
long, like the one made by a tatoo on a 
person’s back. 

Baden uses multiple prints to get the 
shadow effect, which he says he uses ‘“‘as 
an illusory device and as a metaphor.”’ 
He has also found uses for semiotics, the 
language of signs, and silhouettes. 


They say the camera never lies. Two Andover residents make theirs 
stretch the truth a little. And both won grants for the photos that 
resulted. Karl Baden, who teaches at Phillips Academy, and Arno 
Minkkinen, an associate professor at ULowell, were named finalists in 
the Artists Foundation’s 1987 Massachusetts Artists Fellowship 
Program. The foundation gaves each of the 11 photography finalists 
$500. The 10 prints each submitted were judged purely on their

‘A silhouette is an important part of 
our visual vocabulary, almost like slang 
or a contraction,” he said. ‘‘In pictures, 
it’s like ‘it’s’ or ‘didn’t.””’ 

Baden uses familiar signs and sil- 
houettes from familiar images, like pho- 
tos from the Vietnam War era, and 
combines them to produce the final work. 

‘‘Perhaps what interests me the most is 
how an idea tranlates visually,”’ he said. 

His current work is taken from still 
shots taken from a television set and com- 
bined with other images or cut and re- 
combined in ways that are intended to be 
unorthodox and sometimes shocking. 
They represent “what role television 
plays in our culture and, in a larger 
sense, what role media plays in our cul- 
ture.”’ 

He’s experimented a lot with his art, 
and it has gone through a lot of changes, 
but, Baden says, ‘‘certain sensibilities 
really remain the same—the things I look 
for and respond to. If anything’s changed, 
my work’s gotten a little more complex 
and self-aware. I don’t- know if that’s 
good.”’ 

Baden, a native New Yorker, started 
off as a Syracuse University freshman 
majoring in anthropology. 

“Tt was my childhood dream to be an 
archaeologist,’’ he said. ‘‘But then I had a 
really boring first semester.”’ 

He started taking pictures in South 
America when he took a semester off 
from his studies in 1972. He went back to 
SU and got his bachelor’s degree in fine 
arts two years later, but he found the pho- 
tojournalism program there stifling. 

“T felt Newhouse (SU’s communica- 
tions school) was 20 years behind the 
times. They were terrific technically, but 
almost blind visually,’ he said. And the 
university’s fledgling art school was

promising, Baden said, but didn’t offer 
what he wanted. 

He eventually found what he wanted at 
Light Work, a showcase for photographic 
art housed on the SU campus. 

“It was probably the most important 
place for me photographically,”’ he said. 
‘It was a place where there were a lot of 
people like me who felt how backward the 
school was. That exposure really opened 
my eyes. In Newhouse I was told that I 
couldn’t do certain things; at Light Work, 
there was nothing I couldn’t do.”’ 

Baden ran the photo laboratory and 
taught classes at Light Work, and for a 
month during the summer of ’85, 10 years 
after he graduated, he was an artist-in- 
residence there. 

In ’77, Baden went to the University of 
Illinois in Chicago to get his master’s in 
photography and to get “‘two years of free 
time without worrying too much about 
paying the rent.” 

In Chicago, he said, the artists who in- 
fluenced him most weren’t photographers 
but painters—impressionists like Jim 
Nutt and Roger Brown, whose work ‘“‘do- 
vetailed with my visual experience.” 

This summer Baden taught photogra- 
phy at the Museum School at the Museum 
of Fine Arts in Boston. This fall he’s back 
at Phillips teaching classes that meet an 
average of three times a week. Baden’s 
work has been exhibited at the DeCordo- 
va Museum in Lincoln and the Institute of 
Contemporary Art in Boston, as well as at 
museums in New York, New Mexico and 
London. Upcoming shows are planned for 
the Kansas City Art Institute, the mu- 
seum at the University of Ohio in Akron 
and the Catskill Center for Photography. 

All the exhitions ‘‘used to be more of a 
kick than they are now. But if it’s a really 
important show, I guess it’s a good feel- 
ing.”’

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Minkkinen on Minkkinen: 


the art of the self-portrait

“IT suppose I wanted to write the great Finnish-American novel,’’ Arno R. Minkkinen 
wrote in the afterword to his book Frostbite, ‘‘but fell into advertising instead. A copy- 
writer’s life was hard to beat. You could come in late and wear jeans.” 

What came out of the experience, Minkkinen said, was ‘‘the third greatest American 
advertising” and one very influential account with a camera company. 

Minkkinen of 95 Lowell St., originally from Finland, has lived on and off in Andover 
since 1977 and currently has a two-year contract with the University of Lowell, where he 
is associate professor of photography and video. 

Minkkinen had been working at a New York ad firm for five years when he got an 
account from Minolta that sparked his interest in photography. He realized, he said, that 
he ‘‘sort of sold myself. I thought my own dreams were commercialized. In advertising, 
when it’s done, you might get an award, but the product is old; no one publishes it again.” 

So he took a photography workshop in Millerton, N.Y. in 1971 when he began the series 
of self-portraits that fill the pages of Frostbite and which have become Minkkinen’s 
trademark. 

“Those (early) pictures probably have all the elements they have now,” Minkkinen 
said. “‘The idea of a self-portrait came right away. It’s the magic of not knowing what it 
will look like until later. It’s like I arrive at the picture as if it were someone else’s work.”’ 

It’s not unlike being blind. 

In fact, Minkkinen said, if he had to describe his work to a blind person, it would be as 
easy as taking his or her picture. 

“T would say, ‘While you can’t see the picture, you see what I see when I take a picture 
of myself. I was blind when I did it. If I was not blind, it would take some of the excite- 
ment from the picture. You’ve got to have a certain amount of blindness.”’ 

Some of Minkkinen’s most telling self-portraits are those he took in abandoned fields i 
Finland immediately after the Chernobyl! accident. Radiation levels near Finland were lt 
times above normal after the power plant core started to melt down in spring of ’8 
Minkkinen was picnicking in Heinola at the time 

‘It was like it gets before a storm: the weather changed completely,” he said. ‘You'll 
always remember where you were when it came, like with John F. Kennedy. 

‘“T had made a self-portrait that has all the effects of the feeling—in a humorous fash- 
ion.”’ 

Minkkinen took a picture of himself jumping into a lake, and the edges of the Polaroid 
film left a line that seems to go through his head and that he says represents the radioac- 
tivity. 

‘Humor is the Finnish way of counteracting something serious,”’ he said. ‘‘It’s not that 
they don’t care; it just their attitude, a way of looking at it.”’ 

Minkkinen’s roots are deeply imbedded in Finland and in Europe, although he came to 
the United States with his family at age 6. He spends two years at a time there, teaches 
there, has exhibited his work there. He was there for a month this summer teaching 
photography at Taideteollinen Korkeakoulu (University of Industrial Arts) in Helskinki 
and spent time in France organizing an exhibition. 

He put together a show of Finnish photography for a French gallery and is currently 
collaborating on a book with French novelist Michele Tournier. Circulo de Bellas Artes, a 
museum in Madrid, Spain, included some of Minkkinen’s works in an exhibit of self- 
portraits. 

“Finland is small; it’s simple to be a bigger fish in a small pond. 

‘‘My work has found its audience,’”’ he said. ‘‘Europe for me has heen an audience that 
has been appreciative.”’ 

Minnkinen, who himself says he does “‘strange things,” contorts his body to get the 
effects he wants. He sometimes uses studio landscapes, sometimes natural landscapes. 
Most of the photos are nudes. 

“‘T think Americans are very uptight about body things, sexual things,”’ he says. ‘‘Sex- 
uality is such a taboo. It’s not that Europeans don’t have values or that they let their 
children run around without clothes.” 

Minkkinen may feel more accepted abroad, but there’s another reason he wants to 
preserve his roots—his 8-year-old son Daniel. Minkkinen’s own father was born in Japan 
to Finnish missionaries. The senior Minkkinen lived there until he was 10, but quickly 
forgot the language and became assimilated into Western culture. 

Minnkinen said he would have stayed in Europe permanently after his last trip abroad, 
but the Artists Foundation grant was a sign not to write off America, he said. 

The photographer has combined his various cultural influences in an exhibit called 
‘One Foot in Finland,”’ which opened at Gallery 410 at ULowell Tuesday. 

He’s also organizing a conference of the Regional Society for Photographic Education. 
He and Siefried Halus of 11 Lowell Junction Road, head of the Tufts University photogra- 
phy department, who is working on the conference with Minkkinen, expect 150 partici- 
pants from the New England region, to show up at the conference, to be held Halloween 
weekend at ULowell and the Lowell Hilton. 

‘I’m trying to show I’m not just trying to live here and work there.” 

Mikkinen has worked hard here. He got a master’s degree in fine arts from the Rhode 
Island School of Design in ’74 and continued his studies at various New York schools. 

‘T think you need schoo | to be a good photographer. You need to know computers, 
history, art, music, even chemistry. If you just learn photography, you’re limiting your- 
self.’’

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Fasanella Paintings On Exhibit 


An exhibition of paintings by famed American artist 
Ralph Fasanella, who has been called the ‘“‘best primitive 
painter since Grandma Moses,”’ will be shown at the Law- 
rence State Heritage Park in Lawrence through Sept. 27. 

The show, entitled ‘“‘Labor, Lawrence and 1912: The 
Paintings of Ralph Fasanella,” brings together nine of 
Fasanella’s paintings depicting the Great Strike of 1912. 
The exhibition features the painting ‘‘Lawrence 1912: The 
Bread and Roses Strike,’’ perhaps the most well-known 
labor painting in the world; reproductions of it hang in 
union halls and gathering places throughout the country. 

The 75th anniversary of the strike, one of the most fa- 
mous labor actions in American history, is being cele- 
brated this year. The opening of the Fasanella exhibition 
coincides with this year’s Bread & Roses Labor Day Heri- 
tage Festival in Lawrence, a day-long cultural event cele- 
brating the ethnic diversity and history of Lawrerce, 
featuring music, dance, crafts and activities. 

Fasanella, born in New York City in 1914, is a self- 
taught painter who believes in “real things’ and cele- 
brates the everyday activities of workers. One of six chil- 
dren of Italian immigrants, his early life was closely tied 
to the union movement in this country. He fought with the 
Loyalists in the Spanish Civil War and was a labor orga- 
nizer for the United Electrical, Radio and Machine Work- 
ers from 1940 to 1945, but turned to his first love, painting, 
in the late 40s. He supported himself as a machinist and 
by working in his brother’s gas station until recognition 
came in the early 1970s.

After an initial flirtation with celebrity, Fasanella found 
it difficult to paint and returned to his roots and old 
friends for a period of reflection and a search for a subject 
and place to paint. After looking through a labor history 
book, he settled on Lawrence. He spent three years living 
an almost subsistence existence at the local YMCA, study- 
ing the history of the city and its mills, talking with resi- 
dents and steeping himself in the life and variety of ethnic 
culture that makes up Lawrence. Out of this came the 
paintings which will be on display, Fasanella’s colorful 
interpretation of the strike and the life of workers in Law- 
rence’s mill in the early years of this century. 

Fasanella calls himself ‘‘a people’s painter, a proletari- 
an painter. The critics don’t know how to handle me,”’ he 
says about his art. Prefering the label ‘‘humanist’’ to 
“‘primitive,”’ he feels art should grow from intimacy and a 
close association with the subject. He once told a reporter, 
“You have to paint lovingly. If you’re painting a sweater 
and you love the person, it’s no longer just cloth. If you 
like the person, you like the sweater. Forget the tech- 
nique.” 

The City of Lawrence is negotiating with the artist to 
buy the famous Bread & Roses painting and hopes to pur- 
chase it this fall. 

The exhibit is free and open to the public. Hours are 
from 10 am. to 4 p.m. daily, Thursdays from 7 p.m. to 9 
p.m.

To Zening Board

The Planning Board Tuesday night requested 
that the Zoning Board of Appeals re-examine the 
somewhat controversial proposed expansion of 
the veterinary hospital located on Lowell St. The 
owner, Dr. Richard Lindsay, had petitioned the 
ZBA last spring for an expansion and was den- 
ied his request. 

A Planning Board directive to reconsider a 
peitition frees the ZBA from the requirement 
that a petitioner wait two years before resubmit- 
ting any request. 

According to the town’s principal planner, 
Nancy Jeton, the ZBA had asked the Planning 
Board to provide some direction when the peti- 
tion came up last spring. A misunderstanding of 
what constituted ‘‘direction” may have caused 
the board to provide a different type of informa- 
tion than the ZBA wanted, resulting in the denial 
of Lindsay’s petition. 

Jeton asked that the board look at the propo- 
sal in ‘“‘macro-scale’’ rather than the ‘‘micro- 
scale’’ they had before, and direct the ZBA to re- 
hear the petition.‘‘We were shocked when it was 
denied,”’ she commented. 

According to Lindsay and architect Richard 
Landry, the addition is not to be used to increase 
the amount of business, but to offer more space 
for current services and additional equipment 

Although technically it is a business located in 
a residential district, Jeton commented, there 
are few homes near the site. She added the area 
is nearly at build-out, lending a stability to traf- 
fic amounts and flows and Lowell St. is a state 
highway. Although traffic is a problem in the 
area, she concluded, the expansion will not have

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Affordable Housing Commentary 
Results In Board Member Firing

Public comments made by George Danneman, 52 Jen- 
kins Road, before he was appointed to the Andover Hous- 
ing Partnership Committee, earned him his walking 
papers from that committee last week.

Feb. 12, Danneman is quoted as stating the Zoning Board 
of Appeals should ‘‘signal this and other developers that 
the Town of Andover will not be blackmailed into accept- 
ing their proposals, even if it means fighting the state of 
Massachusetts to stop the proposal.”’ 

Danneman went on, commenting ‘‘I also would like to 
urge the board and town people here tonight to join togeth- 
er with other town governments and townspeople to fight 
for the repeal of the entire comprehensive permit process. 
..If the developer succeeds here, where will the next one 
be? My backyard? In your’s? Someone else’?”’ 

Five days later, at a Planning Board public hearing 
regarding Town Meeting warrant articles creating multi- 
family areas, Danneman is quoted again. According to the 
minutes of the meeting, Danneman “expressed his total 
ypposition to the Article, stating that the in

Further in the transcript, it states Chairman Michael 
Houghton directly asked Danneman if it were his wish 
that the town be completely sinle-family residences, to 
which Danneman answered ‘‘Yes.”’ 

After reviewing these transcripts, Mahony discussed 
the matter with Atty. Robert Zollner, town legal counsel, 
and Gerald Silverman, chairman of the Board of Select- 
men. 

Mahony concluded that an opposing attorney could fo- 
cus on Danneman’s past statements and use them to show 
the town is anti-affordable housing. ‘“‘Whatever the deci- 
sion (of the committee),’’ said Mahony, ‘‘We want to sus- 
tain that.’ But Danneman’s past statements and recent 
conduct on the committee could be used against the town. 

According to Mahony, Danneman was given the oppor- 
tunity to resign his position, but the offer was refused, 
leaving Mahony to dismiss the committeeman. ‘‘I have no 
ill will toward him,”’ commented Mahony. “‘I really hope 
that he stays active...Unfortunately, he was put on a com- 
mittee that was inappropriate. 

‘We ali have to represent the community,”” added Ma- 
hony, and since town policy is pro-affordable housing, an 
AHPC member must stand for that ‘‘not only in the letter, 
but the spirit of the law.”’

In Mahony’s opinion, Danneman’s recent actions on the 
committee have greatly delayed the initiative—a goal that 
can not be put off any longer. 

Zollner, with whom Mahony consulted, agrees that ‘‘His 
(Danneman’s) frame of mind—by his own statements— 
seemed antithetical with the committee’s goals.’’ Upon 
reading these statements, he added, “‘one would think he 
was unsuited to sitting on the committee, if the committee 
is going to go on with this purpose.”’ 

Although he declined to request Danneman’s resigna- 
tion personally, AHPC Chairman and Planning Board 
member Carl Byers agrees with the decision to remove 
Danneman from the AHPC. “I read he’s for repealing the 
process...and all his actions have been counter-produc- 
tive. His confrontations with Steve, (Physical Planner Ste- 
phen Colyer)....”’ 

Colyer, who serves as the AHPC Coordinator—and has 
received the brunt of Danneman’s wrath—commented the 
action ‘‘is regretable, but necessary.” 

“Even putting aside any personal feelings,’’ Colyer 
commented, “I have to agree with Ken (Mahony). Ken 
really wrestled with the decision.”’ 

Colyer then added ‘I never understood what his (Dan- 
neman’s) thrust was,” saying Danneman made anti-affor- 


dable housing comments, then turned around and

When contacted, Danneman state 
that only two portions of testimony were used in tne 


tigation, and when he asked for the opportunity to submit 
opposing evidence, he was given the letter of dismissal.

Deny Spencer Court Changes After Alleged Violations

The Planning Board is sending a strong signal to 
developers. Those who refuse to meet original restric- 
tions, and then ask the board for relief and changes in 
the approved plan, will not receive a warm welcome. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting, Chairman Michael 
Houghton led the board to a unanimous vote denying 
changes on two lots of the Spencer Court subdivision, 
located off High Plain Road. 

According to Houghton, halfway through construc- 
tion, the town began receiving complaints the devel- 
oper was ignoring hauling restrictions instituted by 
the board. Stipulations specified there be no hauling of 
materials to or from the. site on weekends or after 2 
p.m. on weekdays. Apparently, said Houghton, the 
developer violated this restriction on several occa- 
sions. 

“I’m sending a message to all developers,” said 
Houghton. “I am not going to take one step,”’ he 
added, to assist a developer who has been unwilling to 
comply with the board’s rules. ‘‘I don’t care about the 
reason for this (proposed change),”’ he concluded. 

A representative of the developer from Dana Per- 
kins had requested construction area limitations on 
lots nine and ten be changed now since the lots had 
been sold and homes designed by the buyers’ ar- 
chitects. A change would allow a different style of 
driveway access. 

Houghton commented, in his opinion, the only rea- 
son for the changes were architectural. Board mem- 
ber Russ Moran, examining the plans, noted that the 
proposed change in driveway locations could cause 
drainage problems. Storm drains would be located at 
the end of the driveways if the new proposal were

The prospective buyer of lot ten, Michael Harkins, 
commented he would not be totally against a drive- 
Way as proposed in the original plans, but explained 
he was greatly unaware of the restrictions on the lot. 
He then asked that the board consider this one propo- 
sal on these lots—regardless of the whole devel- 
opment and problems with the original developer. 
‘“‘We want to come in a few feet from rules we were 
unaware of,” he commented. 

Principal Nancy Jeton responded, stating ‘‘Any at- 
torney transferring the land should have been famil- 
lar with the restrictions” and informed the buyer. 

Physical Planner Stephen Colyer sympathized with 
the buyers of the lots, but explained the proposal 
could not be considered independently. If the board 
set a precedent on these two lots “It could very well 
reg with every lot....It is the cumulative affect of 13

Ann O’Brien, 7 Serenity Circle, commended the 
board and staff, saying ‘I’m delighted to hear you are 
taking a strong stand’ behind the original restric- 
tions 

Houghton closed the public hearing after telling 
Harkins “‘Your architect owes you a design that fits’’ 
the lot—and restrictions placed on it. Although the 
board still had time before a vote deadline, members 
agreed they needed no further information or time to 
reach a decision. 

Moran motioned the board to deny the request and 
board member Susan Stott seconded. Upon the cast- 
ing of a unanimous vote, turning down the proposed 
changes, area residents gave the board a round of 
applause.

Everett Penney, Andover director of Public 
Health, said he is “absolutely not satisfied’ 
with a Massachusetts Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (MEPA) report that deemed un- 
necessary a full-impact study of hazardous 
waste at the site of the proposed Ballard View 
condominiums. 


Penney said town officials have “observed 
levels of toxic contaminants in ground water’ 
near the 5-acre parcel slated for development 
by brothers Steven and James Feinberg under 
the title of Ballard View Realty Trust. The de- 
velopers contend the site has ‘‘no real environ- 
mental problems,” and the MEPA - report 
determined the level of waste at the site was 
not significant enough to warrant further in- 
vestigation. Steven Feinberg could not be 
reached for further comment. 


Terming the MEPA study “incomplete,” 
Penney said he has contacted the state Depart- 
ment of Enironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) and urged that agency to further ex- 
amine the land. 


“There are many questions to be asked 
about this (hazardous) material,’ the health 
director stated. “There were carcinogens in 
the ground water. Where do they come from? 
Was the release of the material recent, or did 
it happen a hundred years ago? Was it a one- 
time release, or is it a continuous problem?” 

Penney is also trying to obtain a copy of the 
developer’s ‘original environmental «study of 


the site (Goldberg-Zoino). 

Denise Kokaras of the DEQE said she re- 
ceived the developers’ site report from Ballard 
View Trust Attorney Neal Glick on Sept. 3. 
‘“‘We have received no notice on a release (of 
hazardous waste)’’ Kokaras stated. ““Based on 
what I’ve read, I would say there has been a 
release.”’ 


The state has a variety of options once a 
complaint is received, Penny said. The DEQE 
may conduct a site visit, following which a no- 
tice of responsibility for clean-up would be 
sent to the developer. The agency also has the 
authority to order a full-site investigation and 
sampling of the land. While the state is under 
no obligation to take any action whatsoever, 
Penney said he anticipates ‘‘they will pursue it 
further.” 


Kokaras said any such review would not 
likely occur soon. Citing a ‘‘backlog of 1,000 
sites’ for state review, Kokaras explained the 
Ballard View location would ‘‘probably not 
rank that high” on the DEQE’s priority list. At 
this time, she added, no one has been assigned 
to the case. 


The DEQE “‘has received a number of calls”’ 
concerning the site, Kokaras noted. While the 
developers have assured the agency the haz- 
ardous waste problem is under control, Koka- 
ras commented, “‘it’s not enough for Neal 
Glick to assert this. We need further evi- 
dence.”’

Last week the teachers were finishing courses on using the new computer equipment 

Andover schools just bought. Doherty and West junior high schools each has 33 new 

Apple computers, and Andover’s four elementary schools have 160. 
Nina Lasch, Doherty’s computer laboratory monitor, said the two-week course taken 

by a total of six junior high and one high school teachers concentrated on three areas: (or SRN EN 

word processing, data bases and spread sheets. The teachers were chosen to help 

students learn how to use the Apple Ile’s and Apple IIc’s in the school. Townsman photos 
Once the teachers have a good grasp on the computers’ capabilities, they will be able by Jerry Bligh 

to use them in the classroom. The idea, Lasch said, is to get the students to put their 

new-found computer knowledge to practical use. 

‘The big push is on using the computers as a tool, using the software for 

applications,’’ Lasch said. 

Last year, a social studies class used Doherty’s fledgling computer lab for a project on 
Irish immigration into Boston. Each student ‘‘adopted” a family who actually 
immigrated from Ireland during the potato famine. They used the computers’ data 
bases to research the families and what they experienced as newcomers to America. 

“They loved it; they were so motivated you wouldn’t believe it,”’ Lasch said. ‘“‘By the 
time they were through they were saying things like, ‘If I live in a cheaper place, or if I 
buy less groceries, I’ll save money.’”’ 

The new set of eighth graders going into Andover schools will be required to take a 
computer course one semester of the year. 

“What we’re hoping is that once students grasp the mechanics of the computer, they’l! 
be able to integrate what they know into their other studies,’’ Lasch said. 

The computer lab is open to any student who wants to use it during his or her free 
periods. Lasch hopes, for instance, that next year’s computer-literate ninth graders will 
feel comfortable using the word processing program for English classes or the spread 
sheet for business classes. 

But the computer is not a crutch, and the days of thinking that it is are over, Lasch 
said. 

“I don’t think that’s the case now,”’ she said. “‘It’s a tool that can do the job more 
quickly to help the students reach their goals.”’ 

Gwen Meins, who teaches the self-contained perceptually handicapped class at 
Doherty, agreed. ‘The program is a tool,” she said. “The word processor, for example, 
is really a sophisticated typewriter. It’s easier to change information. And it has spelling 
checks, which will be helpful for my students. I see it as an aid.”’ 

During the last week of the course, Meins and her colleagues concentrated on the 
benefits the computer has for each class. Dave Bettencourt, who’s starting his third year 
as an eighth grade physical science teacher at Doherty, said the computer will come in 
handy for his class. 

“In science, it will help in so many different areas, charts and things. It’s amazing; 
it’s so time-saving,”’ he said. 

The computer ends up helping the teachers as much as it does the students. .

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A Proper Policy 


The Andover school administration, and Acting 
High School Principal Stephen C. Richardson in 
particular, are to be applauded for the new atten- 
dance policy adopted last week for the high 
school. 

At first glance, it might seem a little stringent, 
and some school committee members were a 
little hesitant to go along with all of the sugges- 
tions contained in the draft. 

But, Richardson said it best at a meeting prior 
to the one where the policy was ultimately 
adopted when he pointed out that if kids aren’t 
feeling 100 percent, that’s no excuse to stay out of 
school. 

“‘Many days I don’t feel 100 percent, but I still 
have to go to work. Well, going to school is the 
kid’s job,” Richardson properly advised the 
school board. 

The comment will get no argument,here. 

What is being accomplished through this new 
policy is the lifelong learning process entrusted 
in many cases to the public schools. In this case 
it’s responsibility. 

At the high school level, young people are about 
to enter into a major career change. Some will 
continue their education, others will enter the 
work world. 

In any case, times will be different. It will be 
necessary to meet certain criteria, such as atten- 
dance, being on time and performing tasks, even 
though, as Richardson notes, one is not feeling 
160 percent. 

There was some discussion concerning the tar- 
diness policy, but, again, it is felt that Richard- 
son’s proposal, which was adopted, is well 
conceived. 


With the high school averaging 68 tardies per 
day last year, particular attention was given to 
this phase of the policy. 

Basically, it calls for a student who arrives late 
for the first class will be allowed in the building 
but barred from classes for the day. 

Some school committee members thought the 
policy a little harsh. 


But it compels parent involvement and knowl- 
edge of what the particular student is doing on an 
immediate basis. 

The acting principal noted that some tardiness 
can be caused by the fact that it is a short hop to 
McDonald’s from the school bus rather then 
walking to the high school. 

The tardiness policy should make such 
thoughts distasteful. 

There are other points within the overall policy 
which are meritorious, such as notifying parents 
of possible failures through poor attendance or 
continued absenteeism, more stringent rules on 
student dismissals, etc. 

But, basically, the policy is one which students, 
parents and the school department can easily live 
with. 

There may be some necessary adjustments 
once classes resume and the policy gets its full 
test. 

Adjustments and refinements can be made 
quite easily. 

What has been accomplished in this comparati- 
vely tightening up of attendance regulations is 
something for which students don’t receive a 
mark or grade, per se, but they do learn an im- 
portant facet of life, namely, responsibility.

Now, after years of haggling with the Soviet 
government, and several failed attempts to 
attain visas for the remainder of the family, 
they were at last together. 


Evelina Kolchinsky, 48 Gray Road, recounted 
the struggle she encountered trying to get her 
family to the United States. “All of us applied 
for immigration in 1979. My husband and I were 
allowed to leave in 1981, but my parents and 
sister were left behind.” 

Evelina explained how the Soviet government 
made “‘various excuses” to prevent her father 
from leaving the country. “Every year my par- 
ents applied for exit visas, and every year they 
were refused. My father is a researcher, and the 
government claimed some of his inventions 
were used for military purposes.” 

Mrs. Kolchinsky said her father ‘never in- 
tended military use’’ for his work, and said he 
was not certain if this had ever actually hap- 
pened. ‘They (the Soviet government) would 
say he needed military clearance to léave,” 
Evelina continued, “‘or sometimes they would 
tell them the international situation was not 
conducive to immigration.”’ 

After four refusals, Berko Slobodiansky quit 
his job as head of Research and Development 
laboratory in the Institute for Non-Destructive 
Control. A PhD. in electrical engineering, he 
took an entry level engineering position to 
support his family. 

The so-called era of glasnost under Soviet pre- 
mier Mikhail Gorbachev resulted in giving 
‘false hope’ to refuseniks, Evelina explained, 
because ‘‘he was trying to look good to the west- 
ern world. He had to let some people go, so they 
let the elderly leave, but not the young people.”’

As a result, Evelina’s parents were finally 
— visas this February, but her sister’s 
amily was still detained behind the iron 
curtain. 

In an effort to gain the release of the entire 
family, the Kolchinskys contacted Action for 
Soviet Jewry, who connected them with U. S. 
Representative Chester G. Atkins (D-5th), 
whom Evelina said worked hard to secure the 
release of the balance of the family. 

Atkins praised Evelina’s tenacity in dealing 
with the Soviets. ‘‘She’s been a one-woman cam- 
paign for her family’ the congressman said. 
Atkins sponsored the Slobodiansky family, and 
contacted them in Russia by phone. The con- 
gressman then tried contacting Soviet authori- 
ties to attempt a dialogue which would hopefully 
lead to freedom for the refuseniks. 

“We tried to call the mayor of my parents’ 
town, but all the local officials were ‘unavaii- 
able’ when we called,’ Evelina recounted. ‘“‘We 
finally got hold of a low-ranking officer in Inter- 
nal Affairs, and Congressman Atkins gave him a 
message saying they should unite the family in 
the name of peace and good relations between 
the countries.” 

Atkins drafted a letter to Gorbachev calling 
for the family’s release, which was signed by 
several members of the U. S. Congress. While 
this was going on, a letter-writing and petition 
campaign to Gorbachev, aided partly by Temple 
Emanuel of Andover, was taking place. Post- 
cards depicting separate photos of Evelina’s 
parents and the rest of the family were mailed 
to Russia, urging the Soviets not to keep them 
divided 

Congressman Atkins also contacted a Helsinki 
accord group and persuaded them to place the 
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Slobodiansky case on their list of complaints to 
' the Kremlin. He also sent a follow-up telegram

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Councils 


Successful 


School improvement councils at the el- 
ementary and secondary school levels 
“have proven their worth and then 
some,”’ according to State Education 
Commissioner Harold Raynolds, Jr., in 
his recent assessment of one of five for- 
mula grant programs established under 
Chapter 188, the state’s Public School 
Improvement Law of 1985. 

“The purpose of these councils is to 
increase citizen, parent, teacher and, at 
the secondary level, student partici- 
pation in school improvement efforts,”’ 
Raynolds said. He said in his opinion that 
“they have done just that.” 

“Each school that forms a council re- 
ceives a state grant equal to the number 
of full-time students enrolled in the pre- 
vious year multiplied by $10,” he said. 
“These citizen involvement groups have 
shown imagination and integrity in their 
choices of projects and endeavors that 
might otherwise not be available to stu- 
dents under the regular school curric- 
ulum.”’ 

While elementary schools have just 
finished their second year of school im- 
provement council-funded programs, 
secondary schools became eligible to re- 
ceive grants during the 1986-87 school 
year 


According to Raynolds, ‘Secondary 
chools, because of their size the age 
ind diversity of their student body, and 
their departmental! organization have 
tested the inventiveness of council mem- 


bers across the state,”’ And, he said, they 
have received high marks for their per- 
formances. 

Raynolds said councils at the elemen- 
tary and secondary levels have shown 
diversity in approach,

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Copying Policy 
-  Kstablished

Resourceful residents will be 
able to start their own town doc- 
ument files for free under And- 
over’s new policy concerning 
photocopies of printed munici- 
pal materials. 
™ Under the measure, adopted 
by a 3-2 vote of the selectmen 
last week, citizens requesting 
copies of local reports, letters or 
petitions receive the first ten 
pages at no charge, with a fee of 
ten cents per additional page. 

‘People who want longer doc- 

uments can just copy ten pages 
one day, ten more the next day, 
and so forth,” said Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony. ‘‘We 
have a couple of people here in 
town who seem to want to dupli- 
cate town files’ he quipped. 
« Nancy Jeton, a member of the 
town planning staff, said resi- 
dents clamored for their free 
copies during the last week of 
August, not realizing the new 
policy did not take effect until 
September 1. ‘“‘People came ir 
here last week requesting free 
copies,’ Jeton commented at 
the beginning of September. 
‘‘We had to tell them the new 
policy wasn’t implemented 
yet.”’ 

The selectmen were divided 
on the copy-cost issue, which 
had been brought up at several 
board meetings by a handful of 
vocal residents. The matter was 
taken up again last week when 
Selectman William Dalton dis- 
cussed a report on the subject 
submitted by Anthony Torrisi, 
the town’s director of budget 
and finance. 

The charge for reprocessed 
documents should not exceed 20 


cents per page, the report said, 
and copies must be made by of- 
fice staff members. 

Board member Gail Ralston 
disagreed with the report’s cost 
recommendations, saying town 
documents should be provided 
to residents ‘‘free of charge as a 
service to the community.” 

Dalton responded that while 
Ralston’s proposal was ‘“‘correct 
in theory,” it was also unrealis- 
tic. Employees must take time 
to run documents off, he said, 
and the town should at least cov- 
er material costs. 

Further, Dalton continued, a 
large percentage of the materi- 
als are copied by ‘‘a very few 
residents.” Dalton questioned 
“‘why everyone should pay for a 
few’’ citizens to run off town 
documents. 

Selectman Charles Wesson 
concurred with Dalton, saying 
there are limited municipal dol- 
lars and personne! to allow free 
copies. He moved to vote for the 
20-cent policy, “so we can move 
on to more pressing matters.”’ 

Dalton seconded the motion, 
but Selectmen William Downs 
and Chairman Gerald Silver- 
man joined Ralston in opposi- 
tion. Downs then proposed the 
policy be amended to allow free 
copies to elderly residents. 

The suggestion received no 
Support from the other board 
members. Dalton pointed out 
such action could result in ‘‘a 
black market” of copying activ- 
ity, with residents getting 
grandma to run down to the 
town offices and run off 25 pages 
on Ballard View. 

Dalton then proposed reduc-

ing the cost to ten cents per 
page, with the first ten pages 
free, and Silverman cast the 
swing vote to institute the re- 
duced-cost measure as town pol- 
icy. 

The police and fire depart- 
ments, as well as the town 
clerk’s office, are exempt from 
the rule. After the vote, Dalton 
remarked he could not recall the 
last time the selectmen had cast 
back-to-back 3-2 votes.

in their (Department of Public Works’) recent 
memo, we can meet,” he commented. The de- 
veloper will file with the Conservation Commis- 
sion in relation to a wetlands crossing, 
construction in the buffer zone and a pond 
located near the center of the site. 

The pond will take water during storms, and a 
control instrument will be installed. Mainte- 
nance of the pond will fall to the owners of the 
two lots on which it is located. This concerned 
board menbers and a lengthy discussion ensued. 

Board member Russ Moran questioned the vi- 
ability of having two residents responsible, and 
recommended very specific restrictions be 
placed on those two lots to ensure the pond’s 
proper maintenance. 

Colyer added there is currently one such pond 
on a single lot in Rogers Brook West, but ‘‘this 
language will be more complicated’ since there 
will be two owners involved. Since ‘‘it is ex- 
tremely critical that it work,” it was recom- 
mended the board review the restrictive 
language before casting a vote on this definitive 
pian.

“If there is more 
damage to our property,” he continued, ‘‘we’d 
like some assurance that the town will return it 
to its current condition.” 

Webb’s wife, Rosemarie, added current prob- 
lems are really the town’s responsibility to.deal 
with, but numerous requests for help fell on deaf 
ears at the town offices. “‘Its a shame Joe has to 
rectify it,”’ she said. 

Mark Weinstein, 3 Crestwood Drive, earned 
the second laugh of the night when he rose to 
address the Webbs. “I think J exacerbated the 
problem,” he volunteered. 

Weinstein went on the explain that although 
the Webbs may have had difficulty in getting 
town assistance, he did not. Apparently, water 
had pooled on his street and caused icing during 
the winter. He contacted the DPW, which sent 
out a crew to dig up the street and install a 
drainage pipe—which, incidentally, leads down 
toward the Webb property.

DEDUCTING POINTS 


When a person first buys a house, he 
can deduct the points in full on his tax 
return for the year of the purchase. He 
can only do so, however, if he pays for 
the points out of his own pocket. Some 
people borrow extra money from the 
lender and tell the lender to withhold 
enough money from the proceeds to 
cover the points. Although this is legal 
the IRS will make the borrower 
amortize his deduction over the life of 
the mortgage. When a homeowner 
retinances, the tax rules are different 
Under current tax law, the IRS says that 
he must spread out his deduction over 
the life of the mortgage, even if the 
points are paid out of his own pocket 
However, he can deduct the points 
immediately if he uses the refinancing 
money to “substantially refurbish” his 
house

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Lincoln Street Acreage Likened 


The 
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To Gambling And Losing = 


By Lewis C. Howe 


James Papia admitted he had gambled 
and lost. 

Seeking to strike it rich through real 
estate speculation, he purchased a four- 
acre site off Lincoln St. last year, then 
maneuvered to obtain adjacent parcels 
in order to construct a subdivision on the 
joined lots. 

But the deal fell through, and Papia, 
who describes himself as a ‘‘remodeler 
of houses, but not a builder of them”’ esti- 
mates he has lost $177,000 in land and 
interest costs during the past year. To 
~ cover his losses, Papia was forced to sell 
his home in Andover, and move in with 
his inlaws. “If you’ve got any land to sell 
in Florida, I’m probably a prime candi- 
date to buy it,”” he mused. 

In order to get back on his feet, Papia 

is attempting to build a home for himself 
and his wife on the land that hangs over 
‘im like the proverbial albatross. “‘If | 
can’t at least put a single house on this 
lot, it’s of no use to me for anything, and 
I’m stuck with it.” 

In order to construct the house, Papia 
will require Conservation Commission 
approval since much of the site is wet- 
lands. But last Thursday, Papia went 
before the Zoning Board of Appeals to 
request a variance on the lot, which has 


a frontage ot approximately 80 feet on 
Lincoln St.—about half of the required 

150 foot frontage zoning bylaws mandate 
for residences in a Single Residence B 
district. 

A vocal band of 20 or so Lincoln St. 
area residents turned out for Papia’s 
hearing, opposed to the proposal. 

Dr. Gerald R. Griffin, 22 Lincoln Cir- 
cle, presented the ZBA with a petition 
signed by 44 residents of Lincoln St., Lin- 
coln Circle, Lillian Terrace and Cyr Cir- 
cle. The petition called for rejection of 
Papia’s request. “The petition rep- 
resents the strongest a opposi- 
tion” to the proposal, Griffin said. He 
stated a ‘‘consensus of residents” do not 
wish to see the parcel developed because 


inadequate street frontage, wetlands 


considerations and the traffic impact 
caused by construction at the site. 
Griffin claimed Papia’s requested 70 
foot-plus frontage waiver would “dam 
age the frontage law and weaken the 
appeal process.” Additional traffic gen- 
erated by a proposed Lincoln St. en- 
trance to the property would negatively 
impact the neighborhood surrounding 
the high school, the Collins Center and 
West Junior High. “The traffic of vehi- 


cles during construction of the home 


would be a hazard,”’ Griffin commented. 

Papia acknowledged the planned 
driveway at 1 Lincoln St. would “skirt 
the wetlands,” but added this should not 
negatively affect his neighbors. 

Joe Carbone, 3 Cyr Circle, told the 
board he had been offered the property 
now owned by Papia when he had pur- 
chased his abutting house several years 
ago, but had rejected the offer because 
“the land is not buildable.” In a seperate 
letter to the ZBA, Carbone had stated his 
opposition to ‘‘any development of this 
property.”’ 

Ed Simon, 4 Lillian Terrace, said Pa- 
pia had approached him several months 
ago with an offer to purchase part of 
Simon’s property for the proposed subdi- 
vision. Papia asked Simon to review the 
offer, which Simon later rejected, caus- 
ing Papia’s plans to collapse. 

Mr. Papia knew what he was getting 
into when he bought the land,’’ Simon 
remarked. ‘‘He rolled the dice, and just 
because he lost doesn’t mean we should 
have to pay for it.”’ 

Papia responded by saying he did not 
blame Simon for his decision not to sell 
the land to him. “‘Yes it’s true I gambled. 
I accept full responsibility. I made my 
bed and now I must sleep in my mother- 


in-law’s bed.” 
Roger Berube, 5 Lincoln St., attacked 
ree for statements made earlier that 
the proposed home would have town sew- 
er access. “‘The town sewer system does 
not run by this neighborhood,” he told 
the ZBA. “If it did, I would have hooked 
up to it long ago, since I’ve lived here for 
23 years.” Berube also noted “my lower 
lawn, which is adjacent to this proposed 
driveway, is underwater every spring.’ 

In his response to the numerous 
charges against him, Papia admitted ‘‘a 
mistake” in saying the house would be 
served by town sewer, adding a septic 
system would be necessary. He then ad- 
dressed residents’ concerns in a rebuttal 
to the board. 

Papia responded to criticism about 
traffic impact by saying ‘‘this will be a 
single-house lot. Not a condo, not a du- 
plex. At the most, there will be two single 
cars. “At some point,”’ he cautioned 
‘someone with more money or power 
than I have could come in and put up a 
comprehensive permit project.” 

The wetlands issue, he continued, 
would be decided by the conservation 
commission, and was not a concern to be
